SAN FRANCISCO, March 11.—The Ex-

Tbis evening Senator Seymonr intro- 


duced a resolution, to propose to the peo- 
ple n constitutional amendment to re- 
move the capital to Ban Jose. 


The resolution provides that Bun Jose 


shall deed to the state ten acres of land 
nod $1,000,000.
